TO 

GEORGIA. 

Arrived  fafe  at  Charles 
Town  in  South-Carolina* 
after  a  long  and  tedious  Paf- 
fage  of  three  Months  from 
London,  on  the  ioth  Day 
of  December \  1733,  where  I  was  hand- 
fomely  received  the  Night  of  my  Ar- 
rival  by  his  Excellency  Robert  Johnfon 
Efq-,    Captain    General,    Governor   and

Commander    in  Chief  in  and  over  his 
Majefty's  Province  of  South-Carolina. 

CHARLES  Town  is  very  pleafantly 
fituated  on  a  Point  or   Neck  of  Land, 
about  five   Miles    long,    between    two 
Rivers,  the  one  called  Cooper  River  to 
the  Northward,  and  the  other  JJbly  Ri- 
ver to  the  Southward,  fo  that  there   is 
but  one  Way  out  of  the  Town  by  Land. 
I  fhy'd  there  till  the  ioth  of  January, 
1734,  when  I  fet  out  with  an  Intent  to 
fee  the  Town  Savanna,  in  the  Colony 
of  Georgia,  as  likewife  the  New  Town- 
fhip  of  Punsbourgh,  in  the  Province  of 
South  Carolina,  accompany'd  by  feveral 
other  Gentlemen,  in  a  Scooner,  belongs 
ing  to  Captain  Colcock  of  Charles  Town. 
On  the  fourth  Morning  we  came  within 
Sight  of  the  Ifland  of  Tyby,  which  is  a 
Point  of  Land  to  the  Southward  of  the 
Bar  of  Savanna,  we  faw  the  Pilot-boat 
coming  to  fetch  us  in,  but  the  Wind  be 
ing  very  fair  at  E.B.N,  and  E.N.E,  and 

having 
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having  at  leaft  three  Fathom  at  low  Wa- 
ter, we  ventured  in  without  him  :  when 
we  were  over  the  Bar,  we  got  the  Cap- 
tain to  order  his  Boat  to  be  hoifted  out, 
that  we  might  take  a  View  of  the  Ifland 
of  Tyby,  where  we  landed  about  10  the 
next  Morning:  Tyby  is  a  very  pleafant 
Ifland,  and  has  a  beautiful  Creek  to  the 
Weftward  of  it,  fo  that  a  Ship  of  any 
Burthen  may  lye  fafe  at  Anchor  j  we 
faw  there  a  Sloop  for  Barbadoes,  which 
w^s  forc'd  in  by  the  Badnefs  of  the  Wea- 
ther, we  ftay'd  on  the  Ifland  till  about 
4  in  the  Afternoon,  where  we  faw  great 
Plenty  of  Dear,  but  not  being  acquainted 
with  the  Nature  of  the  Woods,  could 
not  (hoot  any  of  them.  Having  got  the 
Pilot  on  board,  we  went  up  to  Savanna 
River,  and  about  eight  at  Night  reach'd 
the  Town  of  Savanna,  which  is  about 
10  Miles  from  the  Bar  where  we  were 
very  handfomely  receiv'd  by  the  Honour- 
able James  Oglethotp  Efqj  one  of  the 
Truftees  for  eftablifliing  that  New  Colo- 
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ny,  who  is  a  worthy  Gentleman,   and 
one  that  has  undergone  a  great    many 
Hardships  in  fetting  of  ir,  and  one  that 
the  Englip)  Nation  will  always  be  bound 
to  pray  for  5  'tis  to  be  wifh'd,  all  other 
Gentlemen,  efpecially  thofe  that  have  it 
in  their  Power,  would- have  {he  Good  of 
their  Country,  and  of  all  his  Majefty's 
Subjects  as   much  at  heart,  as  this  Ho- 
nourable Gentleman.     Savanna  is  a  very 
pleafant  Town,  being  (ituated  on  a  beau- 
tiful" Bluff,"  at  leaft  ff$y  Foot  high  en 
the  faid  River;  it  is  a  fine  navigable  Ri- 
ver,  fo  that  Ships  of  ahy  Burden  may 
£ome  up  to  the  Town,  and  a  great  many 
Miles  above:  The  Town  is  very  regu- 
larly laid  out,  and  they  have   now   at 
lead  forty  Houfes  in  it,  they  are  at  pre- 
lent  oblig'd  to  have  all  their  Things  up 
by  a  Crane  from  the  Water,  but  I  under- 
Mr.  Oglethorpe  has  laid  feme  Scheme  for 
another  Contrivance  ;  the  Houfes  are  all 
or  them  of  the  fame  Size,  that  is  22  bv 
16:  there  are  ftill  to  be  feen  the  four  beau- 
tiful 
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tiful  Pines  Mr*  Oglethorp  firft  encamp'd 
under,    with  the  firft  forty  that   went 
over  with  him,  and  where  he  lay  himfelf 
for  near  a  twelve-month,  till  in  fhort  it 
was  nothing  bat  Raggs,  tho'  even  now  he 
lays  in  a  Houfe  without  a  Chimney  in 
it,  and  indeed  much  harder  than  any  of 
the  People  that  are  fettled  there.   In  the 
Middle  of  the  Town  they  have  referv'd 
a  Spot  of  Land,  which  they  intend  to 
build  a  Church   on,  as  foon  as  poffible 
tho  they  have  a  Place,  at  prefent,  fet  a- 
part  for   publick  Worlhip  on  Sunday, 
where  the  Children  are  educated  all  the 
reft  of  the  Week,  they  have  likewife  a 
very  beautiful  publick  Store,  full  of  Ne- 
ceffarys,  as  Tools,  6cc.  for  the  poor  Peo- 
ple that  come  over  there,  as  likewife  Pro- 
vifions,  which  are  deliver'd  out  to  them 
very  regularly  ;    they  have  likewife  Con- 
veniences for  all  thofe  that  come   over 
there,  till  they  have  built  them  a  Houfe, 
The  Honourable  Truftees  have  a  beauti- 
ful Garden  there,  confiding  of  ten  Acres, 

where 
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where  are  a  great  many  White  Mulberry 
Trees,  Vines,  and  Orange  Trees'  rais'd, 
on  purpofe  for  the  poor  People:,  their 
Lotts  in  Town,  confift  of  one  Quarter 
of  an  Acre,  but  they  have  orher  Lotts, 
a  fmall  diftance  out  of  Town,  confift- 
ing  of  five  Acres,  which  is  deiign'd  for 
Plantations.  I  don't  in  the  leaft  queftion, 
but  by  the  great  Affiftance  they  have  had 
from  England,  which  has  been  laid  out 
to  the  beft  Advantage,  and  the  good  QEco^ 
conomy  of  the  Honourable  Truflees,  it 
will,  in  a  few  Years  Time,  become  a  flou- 
rifhing  Country,  the  chief  Manufafture 
they  go  upon,  is  Silk  and  Wine,  and  it 
will  not  be  long  before  they'll  bring  both 
to  Perfedion.  I  think  it's  the  pleafanteft 
Climate  in  the  World,  for  it's  neither  too 
warm  in  the  Summer,  nor  too  cold  in  the 
Winter;  they  have  certainly  the  fineft 
Water  in  the  World,  and  the  Land  is 
extraordinary  good:  this  may  certainly 
be  called  the  Land  of  Canaan,  there  is 
at  prefenr,  a  fmall  Indian  Town,  within 

half 
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half  a  Mile  of  Savanna,    where  there 
are  fometimes  a  great  many  of  the  Creek 
Nation,  bat  as  the  Inhabitants  of  Savan- 
na encreafe,  they'll  be  oblig'd  to  remove 
fomefmall  Diftance  farther,  on  fome  Land 
they  have  referv'd  for  their  own  Ufe.  t  I 
ftay'd  there  five  Days,  in  which  Time,  I 
took  a  particular  View  of  every  Thing 
worthy  Notice.  They  have  a  large  Guard- 
Houfe,  where  are  feveral  Guns  mounted, 
and  they  keep  Watch  Night  and  Day^ 
they  have  likewife  begun  building  a  large 
Light-houfe,   that  is  to  be   upwards  of 
fourfcore  Foot  high,  and  is  to  be  fet  up- 
on the  Point  of  Tyby  Ifland  for  Direftions 
for  Shipping  -,  on  the  fixth  Morning  I 
fet  out  from  thence,  accompany'd  by  two 
other  Gentlemen  in  a  Canoe  with  four 
Oar's,  up  the  faid  River,  and  in  the  Af- 
ternoon reaeh'd  Punsbourgb,  which  is  a- 
bout  twenty  four  Miles  from  Savanna.  On 
the  other  Side  of  the  River  Punsbourgh 
is  a  very  pieafant  Place,  being  fituate  on 
the  North  Side  of  Savanna  River,  on  a 

very 
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very  pleafant  Bluff  about  twenty  Foot 
high,  The  Land  thereabouts, is,  generally 
fpeaking,  very  good,  but  the  poor  People 
have  been  unjuftly  cheated  of  the  beft 
Part  of  it ;  I  mean  that  Part  lying  between 
them  and  Savanna.  It  is  judg'd  not  to 
be  above  14  Miles  on  a  direft  Line  from 
thence,  and  'tis  fuppofed  will  not  be  long 
ere  they  have  a  Road  cut  :  'tis  judged  to 
be  upwards  of  two  hundred  Miles  at  pre- 
fent  by  Land  from  Charles  Town,  and 
not  above'one  hundred  and  fixty  by  Wa- 
ter ^  but  when  the  Roads  are  made  pafs- 
able,  which  they  propofe  this  next 
Spring,  'twill  then  not  exceed  an  hun- 
dred and  twenty  at  mod,  they  have  alrea- 
dy built  at  their  own  Expenfe  a  very 
pretty  Fort,  and  can  mount  on  Occafion 
twenty  four  Guns.  The  Town  is  at  leaft 
one  Mile  and  a  Quarter  long,  but  they 
have  at  prefent  only  Barracks  to  lye  in; 
but  the  People  feem  to  be  very  induftrious> 
and  had  they  but  fome  fmall  fupply  from 
England,  'twould  Ihortly  become  a  flou- 
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rifhing  Place  ^  on  the  23d  of  January*  t 
left  Punsbourgh,  and   reachM   Savanna^ 
dy  dinner  Time,  where  I  was  agiin  well 
receivM    by  Mr.  Oglethorpe,    who  was 
pleafed  to  keep  open  Houfe  for  all  Gen- 
tlemen comers  and  goers,  fo  long  as  the 
People   had  the  Happinefs  of  his  Com- 
pany  there  :    On  the   24th   I   fet    out 
in  a  Peniawger  from  thence  to  Charles 
Town,  and  the  wind  blowing  very  hard 
when  we  came  to  the  Daufisky  Sounds* 
which  is  the  Mouth  of  the  Savanna  Ri- 
ver, we   were  obligM  to  put   into  Tyby 
Creek,  where  we  hy  as  fafe  as  in  a  Mill- 
Fond  all  that  Night,  and  the  next  Morn- 
ing crofsM  the  Sounds,  and  having  a  fait 
Wind  at  South  by  TVeJl,  and  going  within 
Land,  we  reachM  Port  Royal  that  Night, 
which  is  about  46  Miles  from  Savanna  j 
but  the  wind  ftill  continuing  fair,  and 
the  Tide  ferving,  we  had  not  an  Oppor- 
tunity to  fee  that  Place:  the  next  Night 
y/c  reachM  Morton  Town  or  Bear  Bluff, 
which  is  a  pretty  pleafant  Place,  but  not 
very .  thick  of  Inhabitant?,    palling   by 
great  Bodies  of  good  Land  on  both  Side9 
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of  us,  and  feveral  beautiful  Plantations : 
on   the.  27th  we  reach'd  Charles  Town 
which  is  about  one  hundred  and  forty 
Miles  from  Savamta,   meeting  with  no- 
thing  material  on  our  PafTage. 

I  Stayed  in  Charles  Town  till  the  ift 
of  February,    when  I  fet  out  with  an 
Intent  to  fee  the  Northern  Part  of  South- 
Carolina  by  Land,  accompanied  by  two 
other  Gentlemen,    one    Servant   and  a 
Sumpter  Horfe:  I  gave  thirty  five  Pounds 
for  my  Horfe  in  Charles  Town,  or  five 
Pounds   Sterling;.      We  rode    the  tirft 
Night  to  a  large  Tavern  at  Goofe-Creek, 
kept    by   one   Keatingal,    twenty  four 
Miles  from  the  Town  aforefaid,  parting 
by  feveral  beutiful  Plantations  on  each 
Side   of  the  Road,    and   moflly    Brick 
Houfesj  about  eight  the  next  Morning 
we  fet  out  from  thence,  and  about  nine 
cvoffedChilcis  Berry- Ferry,  alias  the  Straw- 
berry or  Cooper  River  j  'tis  an  exceeding 
pleafant  Place,  being  fituate  on  the  North 
Side  of  the  River,  on  a  fine  Bluff,  fo 

that 
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that  Ships  of  any  Burthen  may  come 
clofe  up  to  the  Town,  the  Men  of  War 
frequently  come  up  here  in  the  Summer 
Time,  for  fear  of  the  Worm  :  'tis  about 
thirty  Miles  byLand  from  CharlesTawn, 
and  about  fixty  by  Water.  We  ftay'd 
there  about  an  Hour  and  a  half,  and  then 
purfu'd  our  Journey  ^  we  rode  about  ten 
Miles  farther  on  the  Road,  through  an 
open  Pine  Barren,  without  fo  much  as 
feeing  any  Houfe,  where  we  encamped 
to  refrefti  ourfelves,  making  a  large  Fire 
with  Lightwood,  and  having  plenty  of 
Provifions  with  us,  we  flayed  there  till 
three  in  the  Afternoon,  when  we  mount- 
ed our  Horfes  and  purfu'd  our  Journey  : 
we  rode  about  four  Miles  farther,  when 
we  came  to  a  fmall  Tavern  on  the  Road, 
which  goes  by  the  Name  of  \Vittort% 
where  we  drank  one  Bowl  of  Punch, 
and  enquired  how  far  'twas  to  the  next 
Houfe  on  the  Road,  which  they  told  us 
was  about  ten  Miles  farther,  which  was 
the  Place  we  intended  to  deep  at  that 

C  2  Night, 
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Night.      When   we  came  within  two 
Miles  of  the  Houfe,  my  Horfe  made  a 
full  ftand  and  immediately  dropt  down 
dead  under  me,  though  he  had  no  Symp- 
toms in  the  leaft  of  any  Diftemper,  till 
the  Moment  he  died.     We  made  ihift  as 
well  as  we  could  to  reach  the  next  Houfe, 
which  proved  to  be  one  Captain  Screen\ 
at  French  Santee  on  Santee  River,  where 
we  were  kindly  received  by  his  Wife,  he 
not  being  at  Home }  the  next  Morning  I 
was  obliged  to  buy  another  Horfe  of  her 
to  purfue  my  Journey,   which  coft  me 
fifty  Pounds.     The  next  Morning  about 
ten  we  left  his  Houfe,  and  crofs'd  the 
Santee  River,  which  is  a  very  beautiful 
River,  but  very  liable  to  overflow,  and 
the  Frefhes  being  then  fo  very  high,  we 
were  obliged  to  go  at  leaft  two  Miles  in 
the    Ferry-Boat,    up    a    large    Cyprefs 
Swamp,    before  we  could    get    to    the 
Landing,  which  is  called  le  Brejs\  or  the 
Ferry,  though  it  feems  'tis  fometimes  fo 
low,  that  'tis  not  above  a  quarter  of  a 
Mile  oven    The  Land  is  exceeding  good

thereabouts,  but  the  People  run  great 
Rifqucs  in  Planting  on  Account  of  the 
Freflies :  we  rode  about  two  Miles  farther, 
where  we  came  to  a  large  Pine  Savannat, 
when  it  began  to  rain  very  hard.    When 
we  were  about  in  the  middle  of  the  Sa- 
vannat, we  faw  feveral  wild  Beads,  which 
we  rode  up  to  as  near  as  poflible  without 
Danger,  which  proved  to  be  four  Tygers 
and  fix  Bears,  which  made  off  as  fad  as 
they  could  on  fight  of  us  ;  but  being  wil- 
ling to  be  fatisfied  what  might  be  the 
Occafion  of  their  being  there  together 
in  fuch  an  open  Place,  we  rode  up  to 
the  Spot  where  we  firft  faw  them,  and 
found  the  remains  of  a  young  Calf  they 
had  kill'd,  and  did  imagine  by  the  tram- 
pling of  the  Grafs  they  had  been  fighting 
about  tr.    About  a  Mile  farther  we  came 
within  Sight  of  a  Houfe  at  a  Didance, 
through  a  large  Cyprefs  Swamp,  which 
we  were  obliged  to  crofs,  but  it  raining 
very  hard,  and  thundering  very  much, 
could  not  make  any  body  hear-us  hallow  •, 
fo  that  we  then  concluded  to  take  every 
one  his  Horfe,  and  lead  them  over  the  bed 

wc 
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we  could :  but  fure  no  Men  in  the  World 

ever  met  with  a  worfe  Place  ^  fometimes 
our  Horfes  would  be  over  their  Backs, 
and  fometimes  our felves  up  to  our  Necks, 
but  by  the  Providence  of  GOD,  we 
got  over  fafe  in  about  two  Hours  time, 
though  the  Place  was  not  above  a  hun- 
dred Yards  thorow.  It  goes  by  the  Name 
of  Cedar-Creek^  but,  they  fay,  'tis  not  fo 
bad  at  ail  times,  only  when  the  Frelhes 
are  up,  as  'tis  a  Creek  out  oiSantee  River  • 
but  'tis  always  bad  at  beft.  We  flept 
there  that  Night  at  one  Mr.  Reberts\  who 
is  the  Owner  of  it,  who  gave  us  a  hear- 
ty Welcome.  The  next  Morning  about 
ten  we  fet  out  on  our  Journey,  and  ha- 
ving crofsM  over  the  fix  Cofway s,  which 
is  a  very  remarkable  Place.  We  came  at 
laft  to  one  Lewis%  about  twelve  Miles 
from  his  Houfe,  and  abDUt  fifteen  Miles 
from  Georgetown  in  Winne&w:  it  being 
a  fmall  Tavern  we  called  for  fome  Punch  - 
but  he  had  nothing  to  drink  but  a  little 
Bumboe,  which  is  Rum,  Sugar,  and  Wa- 
ter, and  fome  Hominy  and  Milk,  and  Po- 
tatoes, 
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tatoes.  Hominy  is  a  fort  of  a  Meal  much 
refembling  our  Oat-meal  in  England% 
made  of  their  Indian  Corn:  we  ilayed 
there  till  three  in  the  Afternoon,  when 
we  mounted  our  Horfes  and  reached 
George  Fort  the  fame  Night.  George 
Town  is  a  very  pleafant  Place,  being  (I- 
tuated  on  a  fine  Bluff  on  Sandpit  Creek, 
and  about  ten  Miles  from  the  Bar j  the 
faid  Creek  Heads  about  ten  Miles  above 
the  Town,  but  any  Ship  that  can  come 
over  the  Bar  may  come  up  to  the  Town. 
The  Bar  indeed,  they  fay,  is  not  extra- 
ordinary good,  but  there  has  been  feverai 
Ships  of  a  hundred  and  fifty  Tons  there 
and  upwards.  The  Town  is  laid  out  very 
regular,  but  at  prefent  there  are  a  great 
many  more  Houfes  than  Inhabitants* 
but  do  believe  'twill  not  be  lono;  ere  'tis 
thorowly  fettled,  it  being  a  Place  that 
has  a  very  good  Profpect  for  Trade,  tho* 
I  muftconfefs  the  Land  to  the  Southward 
is  much  preferable,  only  this  Place,  they 
fay,  is  not  in  much  Danger,  in  Cafe  of  an 
Indian  War,   which  the   People  to  the 

South- 
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Southward  are  in  daily  fear  of;  though* 
for  my  part,  I  think,  without  any  Rea- 
fon.    We  ftay'd  there  two  Days,  and  on 
the  7th  of  February  fet  out  from  thenc£ 
in  a  large  Canoe,  leaving  our  Horfes  be- 
hind us,  with  an  intent  to  take  a  View  of 
the  Lands  on  Waccumaw  River.    There 
are  three  Rivers  which  vent  themfelves 
into  one,  which  make  the  Bar  of  Georg? 
Town,which  are  Waccumaw  on  the  Main, 
and  P.  D.  out  of  which  there  are  ftveral 
Cut  offs  into  Waccumaw^  and  Black  Ri- 
ver. The  fame  Night  we  reached  Mr  Gor- 
dons on  P.  D.  where  we  llept;  it  is  about 
ten  Miles  from  George  Town.    The  next 
Morning    we  fet    out   accompanied   by 
himfelf  to  Major  Pauly's  on  Waccumaw, 
and  from  thence  proceeded  up  the  faid 
River,  accompany'd  by  them  both,  and 
on  which  we  found  a  great  deal  of  good 
Land }  but  'tis  all  entirely  taken  up  for 
above  forty  Miles.    We  flept  that  Night 
on   a  Bluff   belonging  to  one  Captain 
Mattheivs  in  Charles  Town,  about  ten 
Miles  from  the  Major's,  pafling  by  feve- 
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fal  pretty  Settlements  on  the  Main,  we 
found   there  two  half  Barrels  of  Pitch, 
and  being  very  cold  fet  Fire  to  them,  and 
drefTed  fome  Salt-Beef  and  Rice  for  our 
Suppers  j  we  left  that  Place  about  four  the 
next  Morning,  and  by  eight  came  to  a 
Bluff  belonging  to  one  of  the  Major's 
Sifters,  adjoining  to  which  there  was  va- 
cant Land,    which  after  having  break- 
fafted  we  took  a  view   of-,   but  it  pro- 
ving to  be  moftly  Pine  B-irren,  and  that's 
but  very  indifferent,  and  not  fit  for  any 
thing  but  Tar  and  Turpentine,  we  left 
it  for  the  Ufe  of  others  that  might  have 
Occafion  for   it :   from  thence  we  came 
to  another  beautiful  Bluff,  but  an  Ifland, 
and  very   fmall,    not  being  above  one 
hundred  Acres  at  mod,  and  enquiring 
the  Name  of  it,  found  it  had  none  •,  fo 
one  in  our  Company  named  it  after  his, 
by  throwing  a  Bottle  of  Rum  againfl: 
the  largeft  Pine  Tree,  and  it  goes  after  his 
Name  to  this  Day.     We  flept  there  that 
Night,  and  the  next  Morning  proceed- 
ed on  our  Voyage,  and  came  to  a  beau- 
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tiful  Bluff  on  P.  D.  Side,  about  two 
Miles  from  the  other  of  the  oppofite 
Side,  which  we  took  a  particular  View 
of,  and  liking  the  Situation  of  the  place 
very  well,  we  encamped  there,  and  found 
a  great  deal  of  good  Oak  and  Hickery,  and 
the  Pine  Land  very  valuable,  and  a  great 
deal  of  good  Cyprefs  Swamp,  which  is 
counted  the  beft  for  Rice  -,  and  having  a 
Surveyor  with  us,  one  Gentleman  in 
Company  concluded  to  run  fome  out> 
which  he  did  the  next  Morning:  but 
in  the  Interim,  while  we  were  running 
out  the  Land,  our  Companions  went  up 
the  faid  River  in  the  Boat  to  look  for 
more,  leaving  only  one  Bottle  of  Punch, 
and  a  Bilket  a  Piece,  promifing  to  be 
back  again  in  the  Afternoon j  but  in 
fhort,  they  never  came  near  us  that 
Night,  nor  the  next  Day,  in  which 
time  we  had  like  to  have  been  ftarved, 
and  not  knowing  what  might  be  the 
Occafion  of  their  flay,  we  concluded  to 
tye  fome  Trees  together,  and  make  a 
Barque  as  the  Indians  call  it,  to  ford  over 

to 
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to  the  Main,  where  we  might  poffibly 
find  a  Houfe.  But  the  next  Morning 
when  we  were  in  the  midft  of  our 
Work,  our  Companions  came  back  to  us, 
but  without  one  Morfel  of  Provifion, 
the  Oar's  Men  having  eat  it  all  up,  fo 
that  we  were  then  almoft  as  bad  off  as 
before,  fave  only  our  having  our  Guns, 
again,  which  we  had  unluckily  left  ia 
the  Boat.  We  made  fhift  to  (hoot  fome 
Crows  and  Wood-peckers,  which  we  liv'd 
on  that  Day  ;  but  enquiring  what  might 
be  the  Occafipn  of  their  (laying  fo  long, 
they  told  us  one  of  the  Men  had  ftrag- 
led  out  in  the  Wood  by  himfelf  a  fhooting, 
and  it  was  with  great  Difficulty  they 
found  him  again.  The  next  Morning 
we  went  out  with  an  Intent  to  (hoot  fome 
Venifon^  but  having  hunted  a  confider- 
able  Time,  and  not  meeting  with  anyt 
concluded  to  return  to  our  Camp ;  but 
in  our  return  met  with  a  Wolf  in  full 
chafe  after  a  Deer,  and  had  the  good 
Fortun«  to  kill  them  both  j  fo  that  we 
had  then    Provifions  fufficient  for  two 
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Days  longer,  which  Time  we  fpent  very 
pleafantly  }  and  finding  by  our  Compa- 
nions that  there  was  (till  a  better  Land 
higher  up,  we  concluded  to  fee  it,  truft- 
ing  to  our  Guns  to  fupply  us  with 
Provifions,  which  they  did  very  plenti- 
fully. 

THE  next  Bluff  we  came  to,  was 
the  Bluff  on  which  Kings  Town  is  to 
be  fettled,  but  there  are  yet  no  Inhabi- 
tants^ the  lower  Part  of  the  Townfliip 
is  not  above  fifty  Miles  from  George 
Town,  but  the  Tide  runs  feventy  Miles 
up:  it  is  much  the  boldeft  River  in  all 
South  Carolina-^  in  a  parallel  Line  with 
the  SeaCoaft,  which  runs  N.  E.and  S.  W, 
and  is  not  above  two  Miles  a-crofs  to  it  in 
fome  places.  But  the  Townfliip  is  now 
fettled  on  P.  D.  Side,  tho  it  was  firft  run 
outj  half  on  one  Side,  and  half  on  the 
other ;  the  People  have  great  Advantage 
in  fettling  ia  thefe  Townlhips,  for  they 
pay  no  Tax  for  ten  Years,  nor  quit 
kent,  which  thofe  that  fettle  out  of  them 
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are  oblig'd  to  do  the  firft  Year :  the  Land 
hereabouts  is,  for  the  Generality,  very 
good,  and  for  the  moft  Part  High  Cham- 
pain  Land,  and  is  not  fubjed  to  overflow, 
a$  a  great  many  of  the  Rivers  do,  parti- 
cularly P.  D,  and  Sant$ey  this  River  runs 
about  two  hundred  and  fifty  Miles  up, 
and  heads  in  a  beautiful  Lake.  {Vide  the 
Particulars  in  my  Travels  to  Cape  FearJ\ 
The  next  Night  we  encamp'd  on  Bear 
Bluff,  about  30  Miles  above  the  Town- 
fhip :  I  think  this  Trad  is  much  the  fined 

on  all  the  River ;  and,  I  believe,  if  we  had 

- 

had  each  of  us  a  Warrant,  we  Ihou'd  have 
fell  out  about  the  Choice  of  it :  but 
we  had  neither  of  us  one  with  us,  fo 
were  obligM  to  leave  it  for  fome  other. 
That  Night  we  had  a  very  odd  Affair  hap- 
pened. One  of  our  Men  had  kill'd  a  Veni- 
fon  in  the  Evening,  and  about  120'  Clock 
at  Night  as  we  were  all  of  us  faft  afleep, 
one  of  my  Companions  was  wak'd  by  a 
Noife  he  heard  at  a  fmall  Diflance  from 
him,  and  as  I  lay  the  next  to  him,  he 
endeavour'd  to  wake  me  as  gently  as  he 
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could:  when  I  awak'd,  he  bid  me  pre- 
fent  my  Piece,  for  he  had  juft  feen  fotne- 
thing  not  above  fix  Yards  from  him, 
whidi  he  did  imagin  was  a  BeaT  j  we  lay 
in  that  Pofture  with  our  Pieces  prefented 
to  the  fame  place  where  we  fi.fl  faw  him, 
for  near  half  an  Hour,  when  we  heard 
him  coming  again,  and  foon  after  faw 
him,  when  we  both  fir'd  and  (hot  him 
dead  on  the  Spot:  But  inftead  of  a  Bear, 
it  provM  to  be  a  Wolf,  that  had  ftole  one 
Quarter  of  Venifon  before,  and  was  juft 
then  come  for  a  Second  ;  and,  indeed, 
'twas  very  lucky  for  us  that  we  kill'd 
him,  or  otherwife  we  muft  have  come 
to  fhort  Allowance,  On  the  20th  of  Feb- 
ruary, we  fet  out  on  our  Voyage  back  a- 
gain,  and  the  firfl  Night  reach'd  Kings- 
Town  Bluff,  where  we  had  the  good  For- 
tune to  kill  one  Bear,  fome  of  which  we 
barbicu'd  for  our  Suppers.  The  next 
Morning  we  fat  out  from  thence,  and  the 
fame  Night  reached  Major  Panly\  where 
I  had  the  Misfortune  to  lofe  my  Pocket- 
Book,  with  fifteen  Pounds  in  it,  but  could 
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not  find  it  again,  tho  I  offer'd  the  Ne- 
groes the  Money,  fo  I  could  but  have 
my  Book.    The  next  Morning  we  fat  out 
from  the   Major's,  and   reach'd  George- 
Town  the  fame  Night,  where  we  ftay'd 
two  Days  to  refrefh  ourfelves,  after  our 
fatiguing  Voyage:  on  the  20th of  Febru- 
ary, we  fat  out  on  our  Journey  to  Charles 
Town,  one  of  our  Companions  Horfes 
having  ftray'd  away  in  our  Abfence,  he 
was  obligM  to  borrow  another ;  the  firft 
Night  we  reachM  Captain  Smith's  about 
ten  Miles  from  George  Town,  who  is  one 
of  the  Aflembly  in  that  Province,  who 
told  us  he  had  got  a  Warrant,  and  did 
intend  to  run  out  Bear  Bluff  the  next 
Week,  but  was  very  much  afraid  leaft 
we  had  been  before-hand  with  him,  but 
having  allured  him  to  the  contrary,  he 
entertaind   us  very    handfomely.     The 
next  Morning  we  left  the  Houfe,    and 
by    Noon    reachM  Lewis ,   where  there 
had  been  a  very  unhappy  Accident  the 
Night  before.  Two  Men  being  in  Liquor, 
they  quarrell'd  till  they  came  to  Blows, 
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when  one  had  the  Fortune,  to  throw  the 
other  down  ;  the  undermoft,  finding  the 
other  to  be  too  ftrong  for  him,  bit  of  his 
Nofe,  which  made  the  other  immediately 
let  him  go  j  upon  which  the  Fellow  made 
his  Efcape,  and  was  not  then  to  he  heard 
of.  We  ftay'd  there  two  Hours,  and  hear- 
ing the  Frelhes  were  rifen  very  much, 
my  Companions  did  not  care  to  venture 
the  fame  way  back,  but  chofe  to  go  over 
at  Danbusks  Ferry,  about  eight  Miles  to 
the  N.  E.  of  Le  Brejsy  but  defired  me, 
as  I  had  the  freflieft  and  ftrongeft  Horfe, 
and  one  that  had  been  pretty  much  ufed 
to  thofe  Roads,  to  go  the  other  Way,  in 
cafe  his  Horfe  (hould  be  gone  that  Way, 
and  fo  we  mifs  of  him,  and  to  meet  them 
the  fame  Night  at  Captain  Screen's,  which 
I  promifed  to  do.  When  I  came  to  Cedar 
Creek,  the  Frefhes  were  fo  very  high,  that 
the  People  of  the  Houfe  defired  I  would 
not  venture  over  there  ^  for  that  it  was 
impoffible  without  fwiming  my  Horfe,  it 
having  rofe  at  leaft  eight  Foot  the  Night 
before,  but  rather  to  go  about  two  Miles 

higher 


higher  up  the  faid  Creek,  where  I  might  fee 
a  blind  fort  of  a  Path,  which  they  were  o- 
blig'd  to  make  ufe  of  fometimes  themfclves, 
and  where  I  might  go  over  in  fafety ; 
But,  happening  not  to  go  high  enough 
up>  miftook  the  Path,  and  was  obliged 
to  fwim  my  Horfe  at  laft,  and  imagin- 
ing by  his  treding  on  the  Stump  of  a 
Tree,  that  he  had  recovered  Ground 
again.  The  Stump  broke,  and  the  Horfe 
and  myfelf  tumbled  in  over  Head  and 
Ears,  aud  'twas  with  great  Difficulty 
we  both  got  out  again.  I  had  at  leaft 
five  Miles  farther  to  Le  Brejs,  or  the 
Ferry,  and  was  obliged  to  ride  that  in 
my  wet  Cloaths.  I  reach'd  there  about 
fix  at  Night,  when  it  was  too  la  re  for 
me  to  go  over,  it  being  very  dangerous 
after  Sun-fet.  But  now  comes  the  worft 
Misfortune  of  all ;  for  after  I  had  dried 
myfelf,  and  began  to  examine  my  Pockets, 
I  recolle&ed  1  had  not  one  Farthing  of 
Money.  In  this  Condition  I  did  not 
know   what  to  do,    for  I  had  ten  Shil- 
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lings  to  pay  for  my  Ferriage  "and  Horfe 
Lodging  and  Punch,    &c.  befides,  but 
as   Fortune    would  have  it,  there  acci- 
dentally came   in   three   Country  Plan- 
ters,  who  propofed  playing  a  Game  at 
Whilk,  but  wanted  a  fourth  to  make  up 
a  Set,  my  Landlord  not  being  at  Home  •; 
fo  they  defired  me  to  make  one,  which  I 
did,  remembering  the  old  Proverb,  No- 
thing venture^  nothing  have  *,■  we  play'd 
till  two  o'  Clock  in    the  Morning,   in 
which  I  made  ftiift  to  win  two  Pounds, 
feventeen  Shillings,  and  fix  Pence*     In 
the  Morning  calling  to  pay  Reckoning  and 
Ferriage,  it  came  to  twp  Pounds,  fo  that 
I  had  then  feventeen  Shillings,  and   fix 
Pence  clear.     I  fet  out  from  thence  about 
fix  in  the  Morning,  and  at  feven  iand- 
ed  on  the  other  Side,  where  I  met*  one  of 
my  Companions  coming  to  relieve  me, 
imagining,    as  well  they  lii'ight,  that  I 
had  pawn'd  myfelf,  knowing  I  had  not 
•  one   Farthing   about  me,    but  when  I 
fhewM  them  the  Money  I  had,  and  did 
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allure  them  my  Ferriage,  &c.  was  pay'd, 
they  were  agreeable  furprized,  and  could 
not  imagine  by  what  Inchantment  I  came 
by  it  ^  I  told  them  the  Story,  they  were 
wonderfully  pleafed,  for  Mony  began 
to  bz  ihort  with  us  all.  We  fet  out 
at  ten  from  Captain  Screen\  and  by 
Noon  reach'd  Wittons,  where  we  din'd 
about  two  in  the  Afternoon  ;  we  fet 
out  from  thence,  and  by  fix  reach'd 
Childsberry,  where  we  flept  that  Night. 
The  next  Morning  about  ten  we  crofs'd 
the  Ferry,  and  reach'd  Mr,  Katirgh  in 
Goofe  Creek  by  Noon,  where  we  fpent 
the  laft  of  our  Money.  We  reach'd 
Charles  Town  the  fame  Night  by  twelve, 
calling  at  feveral  Planters  Honfes  by 
the  Way,  where  we  were  handfomly 
received. 

I  Stay'd  in  Charles  Town  till  the  20th 
of  April,  1734.  Where  I  fet  on  my 
Travels  to  the  Southern  parts  of  South 
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Carolina  by  Land,  and  after  having 
croffed  Ajhley  River,  and  two  Branches 
of  Stone  River,  took  up  my  Lodg- 
ings at  one  Major  Smiths,  a  very  wor- 
thy Gentleman,  where  I  was  hand- 
fomly  entertained.  It  is  about  30  Miles 
from  Charles  Town,  and  the  Land  is 
for  the  generality  very  good,  being  moft 
of  it  Oak  and  Hickery,  which  is  count- 
ed the  beft  f©r  Corn  and  Peafe,  which 
they  plant  in  great  Plenty  hereabouts. 
The  next  Morning,  about  five,  I  left  the 
Major's  Houfe,  and  by  ten  crofled  Edi- 
fioiv  River  in  a  little  Canoe,  fwiming 
my  Horfe  on  one  Side  of  it.  The  Land 
i*  moftly  thereabouts  fine  Cyprefs  Swamps, 
which  they  count  the  beft  for  Rice, 
which  if  'twas  well  fettled  would  be 
very  valuable.  About  two  Miles  after 
I  crofs'd  that  River  I  loft  my  Way, 
and  came  to  a  Place  called  Jackfons 
Ferry.  About  fix  Miles  to  the  South* 
Eaft  of  it  I  met  with  a  beautiful  Plan. 
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tation  there,  belonging  to  Captain  Peters*, 
very  much  refembling  a  Gentleman's 
Country  Seat  in  England,  I  there  met 
with  one  Mr.  John  Woodward,  a  young 
Gentleman,  that  Country  born,  who 
carryed  me  that  Night  to  Captain  Grey\ 
one  who  had  formerly  been  a  Captain 
at  Savanna  Garifon  in  that  Province, 
who  entertained  us  with  the  bed  he 
could  afford,  being  Hominy  and  Milk, 
and  Potatoes.  The  Potatoes  are  not  like 
our  E?iglifi  ones,  fome  of  them  are  fo 
large  they  weigh  three  or  four  Pounds : 
they  eat  when  baked  much  like  aroafteci 
Chefnuk  They  feecl  their  Negroes  there 
with  nothing  elfe  in  the  Seafon,  and 
in  the  Summer  with  nothing  but  Ho- 
miny ;  they  count  it  very  hearty  Food, 
2nd  at  mod  Planters  Houfes  they  eat, 
nothing  but  one  or  the  other  in  the 
Room  of  Bread,  We  left  his  Houfe 
about  four  the  next  Morning,  and 
reach'd  Mr.  JFoodward's  by  ten,  where 
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i  made  a  hearty  Breakfaft.  -It  is  a  fine 
old  Plantation  fettled  by  his  Grand- 
father, on  the  H>ad  of  Afiepoo  River, 
which  is  a  Branch  of  Edijlow\  but 
being  driven  from  thence  in  the  Indian 
War  in  1743,  has  never  been  improved 
fince,  till  this  5f ear. 

GOVERNOR  Craven  kept  a  Ga- 
xifon-  there,  for  a  ccnfiderable  Time  in 
the  Indian  War,  and  the  Reimins  of  it 
are  to  be  feen  at  this  Day.  I  ftay'd  at 
his  Houfe  three  Days,  and  met  with 
a  very  hearty  Welcome,  and  plenty 
of  Wine,  Punch,  and  good  Englifi 
Strong  Beer. 

THE  Gentlemen  in  general,  in  this 
Country,  are  exceeding  civil  to  Srran- 
gers,  fo  that  a  Man,  if  he  knows  but 
the  Nature  of  the  Country,  may  go 
from  one  Plantation  to  anorher,  for 
a  Year  or  two,  and  keep  his  Horfe 
and  never  coft  him  a  Farthing,  and  the 
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Gentlemen  will  be  always  glad  of  his 
Company, 


O  N  the  fourth  Morning  I  left  Mr, 
Woodward's,  accompanied  by  himfelf, 
to  a  large  Savanna,  call'd  Godfrey\ 
whers  he  took  his  Leave  of  me.     I 


A  Savanna  is  a  large  Spot  of  clear 
Land,  whefe  there  never  was  any  Tim- 
ber grew,  and  nothing  but  Grafs,  which 
is  exceeding  good  for  a-Btotsk  6f  Cat- 
tle, and  on  Which \  th^y  ftequenfly  fet- 
tle their  Go^rpens.  Tihis>  Savtiuinti  '\%fr 
bout  one  Mile  over,  and  federal  in  Lihgt'h 
but  being  qbliged  to  croft  it,  'dwas  lb 
very  boggy,  that  I  cpi^ld  not  ride,  fo  was 
obliged  to  daye  my  Hqrfc;  before  me,  and 
fometimes  tumbling  in  altooft  up  to  the 
Middle.  ;  \Vh^.  I  was  got  about  half 
over,  I  overtook  one  •  Capta-in  Macpber- 
fon;  Captain  of  the  Fort  of  Atg/U,  on 
.the   Ogigic    River,;   in  the    Collonyof 
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Georgia,  being  near  to  the  Spanijh  Set- 
tlement nam'd  Augujline :  He  was  driving 
one  hundred  and  fifty  Cattle  to  Savan- 
na in  Georgia,  by  Mr.  Oglethorpe1* 
Order,  on  the  Truftees  Account. 

I  Rode  in  Company  with  him  for  a- 
bout  fix  Miles,  when  he  was  fo  kind  as 
to  offer  me  a  Servant,  to  fhew  me  the  Way 
to  a  Plantation  of  his  about  fixteen  Miles 
from  thence,  which  he  had  newly  fettled, 
and  where  his  Wife  then  was,  About 
fix  at  Night  Icrofs'd  the  Sah-catcbers,be- 
ing  the  Head  of  the  Cambake  River,  in  a 
fmall  Canoe  fwiming  our  Horfes  on  one 
Side  of  it.  As  foon  as  we  crofs'd  the  Ri- 
ver^  we  came  to  a  fmall  Savanna^ 
where  we  had  once  a  terrible  Battle 
with  the  Indians  and  loft  a  great  many 
of  our  Men.  There  are  feveral  large  Pine- 
trees  now  to  be  feen  full  of  Bullets,  A- 
bout  half  a  Mile  from  thence,  I  came  to 
an  old  Fort  which  has  been  demoliflied 
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on  Account  of  the  fetting  the  Fort  on 
Ogigie  River,  in  the  Colony  aforefaid, 
and  from  thence  to  Captain  Macpherfon's 
Plantations,  where  I  was  hamlomly  re- 
ceived by  his  Wife,  coniidering  it  is  one 
of  the  out  Settlements*  I  lay  at  his 
Houfe  two  Nights,  and  the  next  Morning 
fet  out  for  Captain  Bellingers  Cow-pen* 
which  is  about  fix  Miles  from  thence. 
I  met  with  another  very  bad  Savanna, 
belonging  to  Captain  Bellinger,  but  not 
quite  fo  bad  as  Godfref*.  1  tock  a  Guide 
with  me  from  thence  to  condud  me  the 
Way  to  Punsborough,  which  I  judge  to 
be  fixty  long  Miles  thro*  the  to  cods, 
without  fo  much  as  feeing  Houfe  or  Path. 
I  had  very  good  Fortune  in  eroding  two 
Rivers-,  the  one  called  Chilly  Ferine,  and 
the  other,  Coc&ttatcbe,  which  I  forded 
without  fo  much  as  wetting  myfelf,  which 
I  underftand  is  not  common.  I  reach'd 
Punsbourgh  the  fame  Night,  without  fo 
much  as  refting  myfelf  or  Horfe,  and 
was  receivM  there  by  HeBor  Berrenger 
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Beaufitij  Efq^  a  very  worthy  Gentleman, 
and  one  that  was  a  fellow  Paflenger  with 
me  from  England,  I  met  with  great 
Plenty  of  Deer,  and  Plenty  of  wild 
Turkeys,  and  fix  Bears  in  my  Paffage, 
but  having  no  Gun,  only  Piflols,  could 
{hoot  nothing.  The  next  Morning  I 
took  a  fecond  View  of  the  Town,  but 
twas  furprifing  to  fee  the  Improvement 
thofe  poor  People  had  made;  in  fuch  a 
ihort  Time,  there  was  feveral  Families 
that  had  begun  to  make  Improvements 
on  their  Plantations,  I  underftand  they 
intend  fpedily  to  build  another  Fort  at 
the  upper  end  of  the  Town,  which  will 
be  a  great  fecurity  to  it:  I  ftayM  there 
three  Days  and  from  thence  proceeded  on 
my  Journey  by  Land  to  Georgia,  having 
a  great  Curiolity  to  fee  as  much  of  the 
of  that  New  Colony  as  poffible  ;  the 
fame  Night  I  reached  the  Pallachucu- 
las  Fort,  which  is  about  thirty  Miles 
up  the  Savanna  River,  being  obliged  to 
go  fo  high  before  I  could  find  a  fording 
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Place,  I  was  well  received  there  by  Cap- 
tain Mackintojb,  Captain  of  the  faid 
Fort  \  the  Land  thereabouts  is  but  very 
indifferent,  being  moftly  Pine  barren. 

THE  next  Morning  I  crofs'd  Sa- 
vanna River,  and  went  through  a  great 
Body  of  very  good  Land,  being  mod 
of  it  Oak  and  Hickery,  and  fine  Cyprep 
Swamps ;  as  likewife  a  great  Body  of 
fine  black  Wallnut,  and  likewife  a  great 
Number  of  large  Laurel-trees,  I  lay  in 
the  Woods  that  Night  having  nothing 
but  my  Saddle  for  my  Pillow,  and 
the  next  Morning  early,  came  to  an  old 
Indian  Camp,  in  an  open  Pine  Barren, 
where  I  unkennelM  a  Fox,  and  purfu'd 
him  fo  clofe,  that  I  fairly  run  him  down 
in  about  two  Miles  riding:  the  Foxes 
here  are  not  half  fo  fpeedy  as  they  are 
in  England,  nor  near  fo  large,  and  if  they 
are  purfu'd  and  almoft  fpent,  they  gene- 
rally run  up  a  Tree.  I  met  with  great 
Plenty  of   Bears,   Woolfs  and  Tygers ; 
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about  ten  the  fame  Morning,  I  met  with 
an  Indian  Fellow  who  had  been  out  a 
hunting,  and  had  juft  then  fhot  a  young 
Buck.  I  inquired  of  him  how  far  it  was 
to  Savanna,  but  he,  not  underftanding 
me,  held  up  his  two  Fingers,  pointing 
a  quite  different  Way  from  my  Road, 
which  I  knew  by  my  Compafs,  and  gave 
me  to  underftand3  he  would  be  my  Guide* 
and  that  I  fhould  be  welcome  to  fome  of 
his  Venifpn.  I  followed  him  to  the 
Place  he  pointed  to,  which  I  judg'd  to 
be  about  two  Miles,  when  we  came  to 
a  little  fort  of  a  Settlement,  which  prov'd  , 
to  be  a  Cow-pen  belonging  to  one  Muf-  ~ 
grove,  a  hzlf-Indian,  who  is  the  Inter- 
preter at  Georgia,  and  a  great  Trader 
among  the  Indians ,  this  Cowpen  is  a- 
bout  fix  Miles  from  Savanna.  I  left  my 
Horfe  there,  and  padded  down  from 
thence  to  Savanna  by  dinner  Time, 
where  I  met  with  a  kind  Reception  from 
thofe  Gentlemen  Mr.  Oglethorp  has  left 
Mannagers  there  i  I  think  I  never  in  my 


Life  faw  fach  a  vifible  and  furprifing 
Alteration  as  there  was  fince  I  faw  it, 
for  the  Houfes  are  not  only  increafed 
from  forty  to  a  hundred  in  the  Town, 
but  they  have  fettled  feveral  Villages 
fomc  Diftance  from  the  Town,  as  like- 
wife  feveral  Plantations  on  Ogigie  River, 
and  diverfe  other  Rivers.  If  it  flourifhes 
already  fo  faft,  what  muft  it  do  in  ten 
Years  more  ?  There  are  feveral  poor  Peo- 
ple from  Punsboroitgh  here,  who  come 
down  and  earn  two  Shillings  a  Day, 
and  go  up  to  their  Wives  every  Saturday 
Night. 

THER  E  never  was  any  one  Place 
fettled,  which  had  ever  the  Profpeft 
of  proving  fo  advantageous  to  England 
as  this.  They  have  the  fined  I/*nd  on 
all  the  Continent ;  and  as  it  is  the  fartheft 
Part  to  the  Southward  on  the  Continent* 
it  certainly  muft  be  the  fineft  Climate. 
You  may  have  at  leaft  three  Crops  in  a 
¥"ear  here  by  Induftry,  which  is  more  by 
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two  than  they  have  in  a  great  many 

Places  on  the  Main*

I  Intend  after  my  Return  to  Charles 
Town  to  take  a  Jjurney,  by  land,  to 
Cape  Fear  in  North  Carolina,  which  I 
have  heirefcib  much  Talk  of,  as  likewife 
to  tne  beiutifui  Lake  Vhi  fch  is  the  Head 
of  Wacewnaw  River.  I  Id,  Georgia  on 
the  9th  of  May,  and  fee  out  fc  r  Charles 
Town  in  a  Canoe,  with  four  Oars,  hav- 
ing fold  my  Horfe,  we  lay  in  the  Wood 
that  Night,  at  a  Place  caliM  Bloody 
Poi?it>  which  is  on  the  North  Side  of 
Daufusky  Sounds  ^  it  is  fo  named  from  the 
Scout  Boats  being  cut  off  there  in  the 
Indian  War,  by  the  Augufiine  Indians. 
I  met  with  nothing  very  material  that 
Night,  except  my  fending  one  of  the 
Oar-men  for  fome  frefli  Water,  to  a  Spring 
about  a  StoneVthrow  from  the  Camp, 
who  came  back  in  a  terrible  Fright, 
fwearing,  he  either  faw  the  Devil  or 
fome  Spirit,  the  Vulgar  having  a  Notion 
among  them,  that  this  Place  was  haunted 
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ever  fince.   We  took  each  of  us  a  Stick  of 
Light-wood  in  our  Hinds,  and  went  to 
meet   this  Spirit,  which  proved    to   be 
uothing  but  a  poor  Racoon,  which  we 
kill'd    and    barbicu'd  for    our    Supper 
with  fome  Oyfters  for  Sauce,  there  be- 
ing great  Plenty  there,  and  I  think  much 
the  fineft  in  the  whole  Province.     About 
four  the  next  Morning,  we  fet  out  from 
thence,  and  about  ten  reached  Port-Royal 
Sounds,  where   we  had  very  near  been 
caft  away  by  a  fudden  Storm  from  the 
North  Eift }  but  by  the  Providence  of 
God,  and  the  Skillfulnefs  of  the  Pilot, 
happily  efcaped :  Thofe  Sounds  are  about 
ten  Miles  over,  and  they  fay  the  Bar  is 
much  the  fineft  in  South  Carolina.   We 
reached  the  Town  of  Beaufort  in  Port- 
Royal  Ifland  that  Evening,  by  Frederick 
Fort,   where  his  Majefty's  Independent 
Company  is  fettled. 

BEAUFORT  is  pleafantly  fituated, 
and  would  be  much  pleafanter,  would  it 
admit  of  a  large  Town  ^  but  the  Land 
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round  it  being  got  into  the  Hands  of  a 
few  Gentlemen  who  have  other  Trails 
elfcwhere,  there  is  no  room  for  others  who 
would  live  there  to  fettle  itj  fo  that 
the  Town  in  itfelf  is  but  very  indif- 
rent.  We  flept  there  that  Night,  at  one 
Mr.  Richard  Woodward\  and  the  next 
Morning  fet  out  for  Charles  Town,  and 
arrived  there  on  the  thirteenth  Morning 
with  nothing  worthy  Notice. 

I  Set  out  from  Charles  Town  on  the 
loth  of  June,  on  my  Travels  to  Cape 
Fear  in  North  Carolina,  in  Company 
with  thirteen  more,  and  the  firft  Night 
reached  Mr.  More's  in  Goofe  Creek.  The 
next  Night  we  reachM  Captain  Screen% 
at  French  Santee,  and  the  third  reached 
Wineaw  Ferry,  which  is  about  one  hun- 
dred Miles  from  Charles  Town.  There 
we  lay  that  Night,  and  there  being  fo 
many  of  us,  it  was  twelve  the  next  Day 
before  we  all  crofs'd  the  Ferry.  We 
dined  there  at  one  Mr.  Majlers\  on 
the  Fens  on  the  other  Side,    and    the 
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fame  Night  reach' J  one  Muenly%  who 
keeps  another  Tavern  on  the  Road, 
about  twenty-two  Miles  from  *MaJlcnJ& 

THE  next  Morning,  about  five,  we 
left  his  Houfe,  and  about  fix  came  on 
the  long  Bay,-  the  Tide  jufl  ferving  for 
us  to  get  over  the  Swathes*  We  had 
twenty  five  Miles  farther  to  ride  on  the 
Bay,  or  Sea-(hoar,  and  five  Miles  after  be- 
fore we  came  within  fight  of  a  Houfe, 
fo  that  we  were  obliged  to  ride  gently 
for  fear  of  our  Horfes*  When  we  got 
about  fifteen  Miles  over  the  Bay,  my 
Horfe  gave  out,  and  I  was  oblig'd  to  take 
one  of  the  Negroes  Horfes,  leaving  hiin 
behind  to  take  Care  of  mine.  W.hen  we 
rode  about  two  Miles  farther,  another 
of  our  Companions  Horfes  gave  out,  and 
in  fhort  two  more  before  we  get  to  ydjb% 
or  .Little  River,  which  was  the  next 
Houfe. 
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THE  next  Morning,  juft  as  we  werd 
fetting  out  from  thence,  our  tired  Horfes 
came  in,  when  we  ordered  them  to  be 
left  their  till  farther  Orders :  we  left  the 
Boys  behind  to  come  after  us  as  well 
as  they  could.  We  reach'd  Little  Char- 
lotta  by  Dinner  time,  which  is  about  fif- 
teen Miles  from  Ajh\  or  Little  River: 
we  din'd  there,  and  in  the  Afternoon 
crofs'd  the  Ferry,  where  we  intended  to 
fleep  that  Night.  We  reach'd  there  about 
eight  the  fame  Night,  after  having  crofs'd 
the  Ferry. 

I  T  is  named  fo  after  one  Lockwood,  a 
Barbadian,  who  with  feveral  others  at- 
tempted  to  fettle  it  fome  time  ago  j  but 
by  his  cruel  Behavior  ro  the  Indians, 
they  drove  him  from  thence,  and  it  has 
not  been  fettled  above  ten  Years.  We 
left  Lockwood's  Folly  about  eight  the 
next  Morning,  and  by  two  reach'd  the 
Town  of  Brunfwick,  which  is  the  chief 
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Town  in  Cape  Fear  ^  but  with  no  more 
than  two  of  the  fame  Horfes  which  came 
with  us  out  of  South  Carolina.  We 
din'd  there  that  Afternoon.  Mr,  Roger 
More  hearing  we  were  come,  was  fo  kind 
as  to  fend  fre(h  Horfes  for  us  to  come  up 
to  his  Houfe,  which  we  did,  and  were 
kindly  receiv'd  by  him}  he  being  the 
chief  Gentleman  in  all  Cape  Fear.  His 
Houfe  is  built  of  Brick,  and  exceeding 
pleafantiy  fituated  about  two  Miles  from 
the  Tawn,  and  about  half  a  Mile  from 
the  River ;  though  there  is  a  Creek  comes 
dole  up  to  the  Door,  between  two 
beautiful  Meadows  about  three  Miles 
length.  He  has  a  Profpect  of  the  Town 
of  Brunfivick,  and  of  another  beautiful 
Brick  Houfe,  a  building  about  half  a 
Mile  from  him,  belonging  to  Eleaxer 
Allen,  Efq-,  late  Speaker  to  the  Com- 
mons  Houfe  of  Affembly,  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  South  Carolina.  There  were 
feveral  VeiTels  lying  before  the  Town  of 
Brunfwicky  but  I  fhall  forbear  giving  a 
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Defcription  of  that  Place ;  yet  on  the 
QPth  of  June  we  left  Mr.  Roper  Morel's 
accompanied  by  his  Brother  Nathaniel 
jJf^vHq-  to  a  Plantation  of  his,  up 
the  N.V.  B?an°4  qW/f  iW'River. 
I  he  Kiv^r  ris.  wonderfully  pleafant,  be- 
mg,  next  to  Savanna,  the  fineft  on  all 
the  Continent, 

W'&  reached  the  Forks;  as  :theV  tall  it*, 
that  fame  Night,  whfte  the  River  t& 
Vides  into,  two  very  beautiful1  :Brknchesi 
called  ;the^Nf  E.  and  rtfie  N.  W:  paffing 
by  ieveral,  pretty  Plantations  on  both 
Sides-  We  lodged  that' NigHc  a*  one  Mr. 
/toz/  Davis  s.    ana  the    next  M5rmn^

proceeded  up  the  N.  W.  Branch,  when 
got  about  two  Miles  from  thence  we 
came  to  a  beautiful  plantation,  belong- 
ing  to  Captain  Gab?iel>  who  is  a  great 
Merchant  there,  where  were  two  Ships, 
two  Sloops,  and  a '  Brigantine,  loading 
with  Lumber  from  the  Weft  Indies:  It 
h  about  twenty-two  Miles  from  the  Bar  ; 

when 
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when  we  came  about  four  Miles  higher 
up,  we  .  faw  an  opening  on  the  N.  E. 
Side  of  us,  which  is  called  Black-Rivery 
on  which  there  is  a  great  deal  of  very- 
good  Meadow-land,  but  there  is  not  any 
one  fettled  on  it. 

THE  next  Night  we  came  to  ano- 
ther Plantation  belonging  to  Mr.  Roger 
More*  called  the  Blew  Banks,  where  he 
is  a  going  to  build  another  very  large 
Brick  Houfe.  This  Bluff  is  at  leaft  a 
hundred  Foot  high,  aud  has  a  beautiful 
frofpect  over  a 'fine  large  Meadow,  on 
the  r  oppofite  Side  of  the  River  j  the 
Houfes  are  all  built  on  the  S.  W.  Side 
pf  the  River,  it  being  for  the  moft  part 
high  champion  Land  :  the  other  Side  is 
very  much  fubjed  to  overflow,  but  I 
can't  learn  they  have  loft  but  one  Crop. 
I  am  credibly  informed  they  have  very 
commonly  four-fcore  Bufhels  of  Corn  on 
an  Acre  of  their  overflowed  Land.  It 
very  rarely  overflows  but  in  the  Winter 

time 
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time,  when  their  Crop  is  off.    I  muft 
confefs  I  faw  the  fined  Corn  growing 

there,  that  ever  I  faw  in  my  Life,  as 
like  wife  Wheat  and  Hemp.  We  lodg'd 
there  that  Night  at  one  Captain  Gihbs% 
adjoining  to  Mr.  More*s  Plantation 
where  met  with  very  good  Entertain- 
ment. The  next  Morning  we  left  his 
Houfe,  and  proceeded  up  the  faid  River 
to  a  Plantation  belonging  to  Mr.Joh?i 
Davis,  where  we  dined.  The  Plantar 
tions  on  this  River  are  all  very  much 
alike,  as  to  the  Situation  ^  but  there 
are  many  more  Improvements  on  fome 
than  on  others :  This  Houfe  is  built  after 
the  Dutch  Fafliion,  and  made  to  front 
both  Ways,  on  the  River,  and  on  the 
Land,  he  has  a  beautiful  Avenue  cut  thro* 
the  Woods  for  above  two  Miles,  which 
is  a  great  Addition  to  the  Houfe,  We 
left  his  Houfe  about  two  in  the  After- 
noon, and  the  fame  Evening  reach'd 
Mr,  Nathanael  Mores  Plantation,  which 
is  reckoned  forty  Miles  from  Brnnfwick* 
It  is  likewife  a  very  pleafant  Place  on 
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a  Bluff  upwards  of    (ixty  Foot   high, 
I  forbore  mentioning  any  thing  either 
as  to  the  Goodnefs  or   the  Badnefs   of 
the  Land  in  my  PafTage  from  South  Cm 
rolina,  it   being,  in  fhort,   nothing  but 
a  fandy  Bank  from  Winneaw  Ferry  to 
Brunfwick  y  and,  indeed,  the  Town  itfelf 
is  not  much  better  at  prefent :  it  is  that 
which  has  given  this  Place  fuch  a  bad 
Name  on  Account  of  the  Land,  it  being 
the  only   Road  to  South  Carolina,  from 
the  Northern    Part  of  the    Continent, 
and  as  there  are  a  great  many  Travellers 
from  New  Tork,  New  England,  See.  who 
go  to  Charles  Town,  having  been   alk'd 
what  Sort  of  Land  they  have  in  Cape 
Fear,   have  not  ftuck  out   to   fay,   that 
'tis  all  a  mere  Sand  Bank  ^  but  let  thofe 
Gentlemen  take  a  View  of  the  Rivers, 
and  they'll  foon  be  convinc'd  to  the  con- 
trary as  well  as  myfelf,  who,  muft  confefs, 
till  then  was  of  their  Opinion,  but  now 
am  convincM  by  occular  Demonftration ; 
for  I  have  not  fo  much  as  feen  one  Foot 
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of  bad  Land  fince  my  leaving  Brunf- 
wick.  About  three  Days  after  my  Arrival 
at  Mr.  More\   there  came  a  Sloop    of 
one   hundred  Tons,  and   upward,  from 
South  Carolina,  to  be  laden  with   Corn, 
which   is,  fixty  Miles  at  leaft  from  the 
Bar,  I  never  yet  heard  of  any  Man  who 
was  ever  at  the  Head  of  that  River,  but 
they  tell  me,  the  higher  you  go  up  the 
better  the  Land,    and  the  River  grows 
wider  and  wider.There  are  People  fettled 
at  leaft  forty  Miles  higher  up,  but  indeed 
the  Tide    does  not    flow,   at  -the  moil 
above  twenty  Miles  higher.  Two  Days 
after,  I  was  taken  very  ill  of  an  Ague 
and  Fever,  which  continued  on  me  for 
near  a  Month,  in  which  Time  my  Com- 
panions left  me,  and  returned  to  South 
Carolina.  When  I  began  to  recover   my 
Health  a  little,  I  mentioned  to  Mr.  More 
the  great  Defirelhad  to  ittWaccamaw 
Lake,  as  I  had  heard  fo  much  Talk  of  it, 
and  had  been  myfelf  a  great  Way  up  the 

River,  that  I  was  fure  by  the  Courfe  of 
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the  Country,  I  could  not  be  above,  twenty 
Miles  from  thence,  he  told  me  he  had 
a  Negro  Fellow,  who  he  thought  could 
carry  me  to  ir,  and  that  he  would  ac- 
company me  himfelf,  with  fome  others 
of  his  Acquaintance.  On  the  18th  of 
July  we  fet  out  from  his  Houfe  on  Horfe- 
back,  with  every  one  his  Gun,  and  took 
the  Negro  with  us.  We  rode  about  . 
four  Miles  on  a  direft  Courfe  thro*  an 
open  Pine  Barren,  when  we  came  to  a 
large  Cane  Swamp,  about  half  a  Mile 
through,  which  we  crofsM  in  about  an 
Hour's  Time,  but  it  was  aftqniQiing  to  fee 
the  innumerable  Sight  of  Muskeetoes, 
and  the  largeft  that  ever  I  faw  in  my  Life, 
for  they  made  nothing  to  fetch  Blood  of  us 
thro'  our  Buckfkin  Gloves,  Coats  andjac- 
kets  :  As  foon  as  we  got  thro'  that  Swamp, 
we  came  to  another  open  Pine  Barren, 
where  we  fiw  a  great  Herd  of  Deer,  the 
krgeft  and  fatteft  that  ever  I'faw  in  thofe 
'Parts:  we  made  Shift  to  kill  a.Bnce  of 
them,  which  we  made  a  hearty  Dinner 
on.   We   rode  about  two  Miles  farther, 
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when  we  came  to  another  Cane  Swamp, 
where  we  {hot  a  large  She-Bear  and  two 
Cubs.    It  was  fo  large  that  it  was  with 
great  Difficulty  we  got  thro'  it :  when 
we  got  on  the  other  Side  it  began  to  rain 
very  hard,  or  other  wife,  as  far  as  I  know, 
we  might  have  (hot  ten  Brace  of  Deer,  for 
they  were  almoft  as  thick  as  in  the  Parks  in 
England,and  did  not  feem  to  be  in  the  leaft 
afraid  of  us,  for  I  queftion  much  whether 
they  had  ever  feen  a  Man  in  their  Lives 
before,  for  they  feem'd  to  look  on  us  as 
amaz'dj    we  made  Shift  as  well  as  we 
could  to  reach  the  Lake  the  fame  Night, 
but  had  but  little  Pleafure,  it  continuing 
to  rain  very  hard,  we  made  a  large  Fire 
of  light  Wood  and  flept  as  well  as  we 
could  that  Night,    The  next  Morning 
we  took  a  particular  View  of  it,    and  I 
think  tis  the  pleafanteft  Place  that  ever 
I  Ciw  in  my  Life  :  It  is  at  leaft  eighteen 
Miles  Round,  (urrounded  with  exceed- 
Ing  good   Land,    as  Oak   of  all  Sorts> 
Hickery,  and  fine  Cyprefs  Swamps :  there's 
an  old  Indian  Field  to  be  feen,  which 
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fiicws  it  was  formerly  inhabited  by 
them,  but  I  believe  not  within  thefe 
50  Years ,  for  there  is  fcarce  one  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Indians,  or  the  Waccir 
maws,  that  can  give  any  Account  of  it. 
There's  plenty  of  Dear,  wild  Turkeys, 
Gecfe  and  Ducks,  and  Fi(h  in  Abun- 
dance we  Ihot  fufficient  to  ferve  40  Men, 
tho  there  was  but  fix  of  us,  we  went  al- 
moft  round  it,  but  there  is  on  the  N.  E» 
Side  a  fmall  Cyprefs  Swamp  fo  deep  that 
we  could  not  go  thro*  it  j  we  returned 
back  again  on  a  direft  Line,  being  re- 
folved  to  find  how  far  it  was  on  a  ftreight 
Courfe  from  the  N,  W.  Branch  of  Cape 
Fear  River,  which  we  found  did  not  ex- 
ceed 10  Miles.  We  return'd  back  to 
Mr  More's  that  fame  Night,  having  fa- 
tisfied  our  Curiofity,  and  the  next  Morn- 
ing fet  out  with  an  Intent  to  take  a  View 
of  the  N.  E.  Branch,  on  which  there  is 
a^  great  deal  of  good  Land,  but  not  in 
my  Opinion,  for  the  Generality,  fo  good 
as  on  the  N.  W.  but  I  think  the  River 
is  much  more  beautiful.  We  lay  that 
iirft  Night  at  New  Town,  in  a  fmall  Hut,

and  the  next  Day  reach'd  Rocky  Point, 
which  is  the  fineft  Place  in  all  Cape.  Fear* 
There  are  feveral  Very  worthy  Gentlemen 
fettled  there,  particularly  Col;  Maurce 
More,  Capt  Heme,  John  Swan,  Efq;  and 
feveral  others.  We  ftay'd  there  one 
Night,  and  the  next  Morning  fet  out 
on  Horfeback  to  take  a  View  of  the  Land 
backwards,  imagining  that  there  might 
be  only  a  Skirt  of  good  Land  on  the  Ri- 
ver, but  Pm  fure  I  rode  for  above  20 
Miles  back,  thro'  nothing  but  black  Wal- 
nut, Oak  and  Hickery  :  we  returned  the 
fame  Night  to  Rocky  Point,  and  the  next 
Morning  fet  out  for  a  Plantation  be- 
longing to  Mr,  John  Dams,  within 
fix  Miles  of  Briinfwick  :,  where  I  was  a 
fecond  Time  taken  ill,  fo  that  I  thought 
I  thould  have  dy'd;  but  by  the  Providence 
of  God,  and  the  Care  of  good  Mrs.  Davis, 
I  recover'd  in  a  Fortnights  time,  fothat  I 
was  able  to  fet  out  on  my  Journey  to 
South  Carolina.  I  took  leave  of  that  wor- 
thy Family  on  the  10th  of  Augujl,  when 
{he  was  fo  kind  as'  to  force  me  to  take  a 
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Bottle  of  Shrub,  and  federal  other  Things 
■with  me  *,  Lreach'd  Mr.  Roger  Mores  the 
fame  Night,  Wh6re  I  Was  again  handfome*- 
ly  received,  but  being  retblv'd  to  fet  out 
on  my  Journey  the  next  Morning,  he  ge* 
neroufly  offer,d  me  a  Horfe,  to  carry  me 
to  the  Houfe  where  I  was  oblig'd  to  leave 
irfine  on  the  Road,  as  likewife  a  Ser- 
vant to  attend  me,  which  I  refused. 
1  left  his  Houfe  the  next  Morning,  be. 
Ing  .the  nth  of  Augujly  at  half  an  Hour 
after  feven,  and  reachM  Brunfwick  by 
eight,  I  fet  out  from  thence  about  9,  and 
about  four  Miles  from  thence,  met  my  4 
Landlord  of  Lockwood  Folly ,  who  was  in 
hopes!  would  flay  at  his  Houfe  all  Night. 
About  two'I  arrived  there  with  much  Dif- 
ficulty, it  being  a  very  hot  Day,  and  my 
felf  very  Faint  and  Weak,  when  I  called 
for  a  Dram,  and  to  my  great  Sorrow  found 
not  one  Drop  of  Rum,  Sugar,  or  l!ime- 
juice  in  the  Houfe  (a  pretey  Place  to 
flay  at  all  Night  indeed)  fo  was  oblig'd  to 
make  ufe  of  my  own  Bottle  of  Shrub, 
which  made  me  refolve  never  to  trufl  the 
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v  Country  again  on  a  long  Journey,  about 
five  I  ferry 'd  over  in  order  to  proceed  to 
Captain  Heme's  j  but  about  half  way  be- 
tween that  and  Charlotte  met  him  going 
to  Brunfwkk,  about  eight  I  reach'd  little 
Charlotte,,  where  I  waited  for  the  Ferry  . 
Boat  till  nine,  in  which  time  I  had  like 
to  have  been  devoured  by  Muskeetoes  j 
about  half  an  Hour  after  I  arrived  at  Cap- 
tain Hemes%  and  thank  God  met  with 
good  Entertainment.  I  flept  very  well 
all  the  Night,  and  in  the  Morning  about 
ten  let  out  on  my  Journey  to  Little 
River,  and  reached  there  about  three,  I 
met  with  a  very  prating  Fellow  there, 
that  diverted  me  very  much.  I  immedi- 
ately ordered  my  Horfe  to  be  got  ready, 
but  to  my  great  Grief  found  him  in  a 
worfe  Condition  than  when  I  left  him, 
the  Negroes  having  rode  him  to  that 
Degree  without  a  Saddle,  that  he  had 
a  Swelling  in  the  Middle  of  his  Back 
as  big  as  my  double  Fift,  which  hindred 
my  proceeding  in  my  Journey  that 
Night  as  I  intended,   but  by   applying 
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Things  to  his  Back,     it  broke  before 
Morning,  which  in  fome  meafure  eafed 
him.     At  7  the  next  Morning  I  left  his 
Houfe,  and  by  8  reach'd  the  Long  Bay. 
When  I  was  about  halfway  over  the Biy, 
I  intended  to  (lop  at  the  next  Spring  and 
take  a  Tiff  of  Punch }  but  by  fome  un- 
fortunate Accident,   I  know   not  how, 
when  I  came  within  Sight  of  the  Spring, 
my  Bottle  unluckly  broke,  and  I  loft  eve- 
ry drop  of  my  Shrub ;  but  examining  my 
Bags,    I  accidentally  found  a  Bottle  of 
Cherry-Brandy,  with  fome  Ginger- bread, 
and  Cheefe,  which  I  believe  good  Mrs. 
More  ordered  to  be  put  up  unknown  to 
me.    I  drank  two  Drams  of  that,  not  be- 
ing willing  it  (hould  all  be  loft  in  cafe  it 
fliould  break,  and  mounting  my  Horfe 
took     fome    Gingerbread     and    Cheefe 
in  my  Hand,    and   purfuM    my  Jour- 
ney, and  by  1 1  reach'd  Buttoyns,  or  the 
end  of  the  Bay,    by  8  I  reach'd   Mur. 
rels,  where  I  met  with  plenty  of  Rum 
Sugar,  and  Lime-Juice,  and  a  good  Paf- 
tu  re  for  my  Horfe,  but  no  Corn.     The 
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next  Morning  I  fet  out  from  thence,  and 
by  Noon  reach'd  Mafiers^s  or  Winrieaw 
Ferry  *,  but  the  Ferry  Boat  being  gone  a 
drift  could  nor  get  over  till  near  10  at 
Night,  after  I  had  fupp'd  upon  a  wild 
Turkey.  The  next  Morning  I  fet  out 
from  Shingleton\  or  the  Ferry  on  the 
other  Side,  and  the  fame  Night  reach'd 
Daubuths  ,  the  next  Morning  I  fet  out 
from  thence,  and  about  two  Miles  from  the 
Houfe  met  with  a  PoiTum,  which  is  very 
like  a  little  Pig  *,  it  has  a  falfe  Belly, 
fo  that  when  they  have  youpg  Ones  if 
you  fright  them,  they  immediately  r^n 
into  the  Bag  which  clofes  up  imme- 
diately. 1  reach'd  Wittons  by  Noon,  and 
had  my  Poffum  drefs'd  for  Dinner  5  .thf 
fame  Night  I  reach'd  Mr.  More**  in  Goofs 
Creek,  and  the  next  Night  I  arrived  at 
Charles  Town  on  the  7th  Day  of  Augujl, 
where  I  remain'd  till  the  23d  of  November  y 
when  1  fet  fail  for  England^  and  arriv'd  fafe 
in  London,  on  the  3d  of  January,  1 754-5  • 
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A  Curious  Account  of  GEORGIA, 
By  an  Honourable  Per  Jon. 

THERE  feens  to  be  a  Door  opened  to 
our  Colony,  towards  the  Converfion 
^of  the  Indians.  I  have  had  many  Conver- 
fations  with  their  chief  Men,  the  whole 
Tenour  of  which  {hews  that  there  is  nothing 
wanting  to  their  Converfion,  but  one,  who 
underftands  their  Language  well,  to  explain 
to  them  the  Myfieries  of  Religion  •,  for  as  to 
the  moral  Part  of  Chriftianity  they  under- 
Itand  it  and  do  affent  to  it.  They  abhor 
Adultery,  and  do  not  approve  of  a  Phtrality 
of  Wives.  Theft  is  a  Thing  not  known  among 
the  Creek  Nations,  tho*  frequent,  and  even 
honourable,  amongft  the  Uchees.  Murder  they 
look  on  as  a  moft  abominable  Crime,  but 
do  not  efteem  the  Killing  of  an  Enemy,  or 
one  that  has  injur'd  them,  Murder.  The 
Paflion  of  Revenge,  which  they  call  Honour  * 
and  Drunhnnefs,  which  they  learn  from  our 
Traders,  feem  to  be  the  two  greateft  Obfta- 
cles  to  their  being  truly  Chriftians:  But  upon 
both  thefe  Points  they  hear  Reafon  •,  and  with 
refpeft  to  drinking  Rum,  I  have  weaned  thofe 
near  me  a  good  deal  from  it.  As  for  Revenge, 
they  fay,  as  they  have  no  executive  Power  of, 
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Juftice  amongft  them,  they  are  forced  to  kill 
the  Man  who  has  injured  them,  in  order  to. 
prevent  others  from  doing  the  like  •  but  they 
do  not  think  that  any  Injury,  except  Adultery, 
or  Murder,  deferves  Revenge.  They  hold  th^t3 
if  a  Man  commits  Adultery,  the  injur'd  Huf- 
bavd  is  oblig'd  to  have  Revenge,  by  cutting, 
off  the  Ears  of  the  Adulterer,  which  if  he  is 
too  fturdy  and  ftrong  to  fubmit  to,  then  the 
injured  Husband  kills  him  the  firft  Opportu- 
nity he  has  to  do  it  with  Safety.  In  Cafes  of 
Murder,  the  next  in  Blood  is  obliged  to  kill 
the  Murderer,  or  elfe  he  is  looked  on  as  infa-. 
mous  in  the  Nation  where  he  lives  •,  and  the 
Weaknefs  of  the  executive  Power  is  fuch,  thaj

here  i&  no  other  Way  of  Punifhment  but  by 
the  Revenger  of  Blood,  as  the  Scripture  calls 
it.  For  there  is  no  coercive  Power  in  any  of 
their  Nations.  Their  Kings  can.do  no  more, 
than  to  perjure.  All  the  Power  they  have 
is  no  more  than  to  call  their  old  Men  and 
Captains  together,  and  to  propound  to  them 
the  Meafures  they  think  proper.  After  they 
have  done  fpeaking,  all  the  others  have  Liber- 
ty to  give  their  Opinions  alfo-,  and  theyreafon 
together  with  great  Temper  and  Modefty,  till 
thev  have  brought  each  other  into  fome  una- 
nimous Rcfokuicn  :  then  they  call  in  the 
young  Men,   and  recommend  to  them  the. 
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putting  in  Execution  the  Refolution,  with 
their  ftrongeft  and  moll  lively  Eloquence. 
And,  indeed,  they  feem  to  me,  both  in  A&ion 
and  ExpreiTion,  to  be  thorough  Mailers  of  true 
Eloquence.  In  (peaking  to  their  young  Men, 
they  generally  addrefs  to  the  Paflions:  in 
fpeaking  to  their  old  Men  they  apply  to  Rea- 
fon  only.  Tomo-chi-chi,  in  his  firft  fet  Speech 
to  me,  among  other  Things,  faid,  Here  is  a  lit- 
tle Prefent  ^  and  then  gave  me  a  Buffalo's  Skin, 
painted  on  the  Infide  with  the  Head  and 
Feathers  of  an  Eagle.  He  deflred  me  to  ac- 
cept it,  becaufe  the  Eagle  fignified  Speed,  and 
the  Buffalo  Strength.  That  the  Englifl)  we;e 
as  fwift  as  the  Bird,  and  as  ftrong  as  the  Beaft-, 
fince,  like  the  firft,  they  flew  from  the  utmoft 
Parts  of  the  Earth  over  the  vaft  Seas^  and, 
like  the  fecond,  nothing  could  withftand  'em. 
That  the  Feathers  of  the  Eagle  were  foft,  and 
liguified  Love  ♦,  the  Buffalo's  Skin  warm,  and 
fignified  Protection  -,  therefore  he  hoped  that 
we  would  love  and  protect  their  little  Fami- 
lies. One  of  the  btdians  of  the  Cherichee  Na- 
tion being  come  down  to  the  Governor,  told 
him,  that  he  need  fear  nothing,  hit  might  /peak 
freely.  He  anfwered  fmartly,  I  always  fpeah 
freely  •  what  Jlwuld  I  fear  ?  I  am  now  among  my 
Friends,  and  I  never  feared  even  among  my  Ene- 
mies. Another  inftance  of  their  {hort  Manner 
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of  Speaking  was,  when  I  ordered  one  of  the 
Carolina  Boatmen,  who  was  drunk,  and  had 
beaten  an  Indian,  to  be  tied  to  a  Gun,  till  he 
was  fober,  in  order  to  be  whipp'd  •,  Tomo-chi- 
chi  came  to  me,  to  beg  me  to  pardon  him, 
which  I  refus'd  to  do  unlefs  the  Indian,  who 
had  been  beaten  {hould  alfo  defire  the  Pardon 
fcr  him.  Tomo-chi~chi  defied  him  fo  to  do^ 
but  he  infifted  upon  Satisfaction  •,  upon  which 
Tomo-chi-cbi  faid,  0  Fonfelca,  (for  that  was 
bis  Namef^this  Englifhman  being  drunk,  has 
teat  you-,  if  he  is  whipped  for  fo  doing,  the  En- 
gl i{h men  will  expeft  that,  if  an  Indian  Jlwuld, 
infult  them  when  drunk,  the  Indian  fiould  hewhipt 
for  it,  When  you  are  drunk  you  are  quarrelfome, 
and  you  hww  you  love  to  be  drunk,  but  you  don't 
love  to  be  whipt.  fonfeht  was  convinced,  and 
beggM  me  to  pardon  the  Man  ;  which  as  foon 
as  1  granted,  Tomo-chi-cbi  and  Fonfeka  run 
and  untied  him,  which  I  perceiv'd  was  done 
to  {hew  that  he  ow'd  his  Safety  to  their  In- 
tercelllon.
